A  second  semester  course  in 
Cadet  Teaching  had  17  seniors 
spending  two  periods  a  day  with 
grade  school  and  Junior  High 
students .  The  seniors  observed 
and  experienced  the  students  at 
work  in  their  classes  and  dur¬ 
ing  recesses  .  On  Monday  morn¬ 
ings,  the  seniors  discussed  the 
behavior  of  the  students  in  an 
effort  to  understand  and  pre¬ 
pare  themselves  for  possible 
careers  in  teaching.  They  were 
placed  in  classes  including  Spe¬ 
cial  Education,  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion,  Music,  Library,  and 
regular  classes  on  a  preference 
basis.  They  also  became  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  non -grading 
system  established  in  the  J  .  E  . 
Ober  School  this  past  year .

Crime  and  Punishment,  poetry 
analysis,  and  term  papers  on 
the  'Arts',  merged  in  Senior 
Composition  class .

With  the  aid  of 
tapes,  first  year  students 
created  a  working  vocabulary, 
and  learned  at  least  three 
tenses  .  The  other  years  were  a 
continuation  of  the  first  year 
with  the  addition  of  literature 
and  history. 
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“Latin  Lives" 
at  Garrett  High 

In  the  first  year,  Latin  students 
worked  basically  with  English 
derivatives  with  emphasis  on 
the  historic  and  cultural  aspects 
of  the  Roman  society.  Students 
were  drilled  on  basic  grammar 
and  vocabulary  words  in  prep¬ 
aration  of  almost  daily  quizzes  . 

In  the  second  year,  grammar 
and  vocabulary  were  expanded, 
and  the  history  of  Rome  was  in¬ 
vestigated  .  The  students  were 
introduced  to  the  lives  and  writ¬ 
ings  of  Caesar  and  Livy.  The 
third  and  fourth  years,  they 
were  familiarized  with  the 
works  of  Cicero  and  Virgil.

Distributive  Education,  known  as  DE,  allowed  students  to  attend 
classes  in  the  morning  and  hold  a  part-time  job  in  the  afternoon. 
During  third  period  the  students  learned  about  merchandising  and 
sales.

"Circular  functions",  "rapping 
functions",  and  "identities"  are 
terms  that  soon  became  famil¬ 
iar  to  the  Advanced  Math  class  . 
They  studied  Trigonometry  and 
Analytical  Geometry  and  were 
introduced  to  calculus  in  their 
fourth  year  of  Math.  In  the  first 
year,  Algebra  I,  students  be¬ 
came  more  familiar  with  set 
theory  and  were  introduced  to 
first  degree  equations  .  The  big 
project  for  the  two  classes  of 
Geometry  students  was  the  con¬ 
struction  of  an  original  geomet¬ 
ric  figure  .  They  also  proved  the 
Pythagorean  and  other  theo¬ 
rems.  Conic  sections  were  on 
the  order  for  the  one  Advanced 
Algebra  class,  as  they  concen¬ 
trated  on  parabolas,  circles, 
ellipses,  and  hyperbolas. 
These  classes  were  only  the  be¬ 
ginning  in  the  field  of  Mathe¬ 
matics  .

Dissecting  frogs  and  grasshop¬ 
pers  and  being  tested  on  biology 
terms  allowed  students  to  bet¬ 
ter  understand  the  function  of 
systems.
